MIGHTY FLOOD. 


The Danger Line Passed at 
‘BE Louis, | 


And Still the Mississippi Continues 


Its Rapid Rise. 


Islands Near the City Submerged— 
The Worst to. Come, 


The Missouri and Its Tributaries Over. 
flowing—Several Persons Drowned 
and an Entire Family Missing . 
Lower Levees. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Sr. Louris, May 13.—[By the Associa- 
ted Press.] The river at 7 p.m. passed 
the danger line and is stWi rising. The 
situation all along the river front grows 
worse hourly. . Wiggins’s transfer 
yards are from two to ten feet under 
water. The switchmen stand neck- 
deep to throw the switches and engines 
push loaded cars with long trains of 
empties between them and the engines 
in order to keep in shallow water and 
prevent the extinguishing of the fires. 
The Farmers’ elevator is now 600 yards 
in the river, but is in little danger. 
By the gas works the banks are caving 
in and 1,000,000 bushels of coke is 
threatened. Arsenal Island is washing 
away rapidly. More or less other minor 
damage has been done or is threatened, 
but so far the greater portion of injury

River men insist that the flood of 
1888 will be. surpassed, and it looks 
now asif they spoke the truth. On 
the east side the situation is also bad. 
At Brooklyn 200 acres of truck patches 
are destroyed, Chouteau Island is un- 
der water, thus ruining 8600 acres of 
farming land for the season.

THE MISSOURI'S RISE. 
| The Great River and Its Tributaries Over- 
flowing ta All Directions. 

Kansas City, May 18.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Missouri River is 
nearly afoot above the danger line. 
There was a rain storm amounting to 
almost a deluge yesterday on the river 
above, so it is expected the water will 
continue torise for some time. Har- 
lem’s Mill, a town across the river, is 
flooded, but the inhabitants all escaped. 
Many establishments in Kansas City are 
flooded and obliged to suspend busi- 
ness. 

Additional news of damage by the 
flood is coming in. Grand River is 
twenty miles wide at its mouth. 


‘| Nearly all Saline county is under water. 


Fences are carried away and railroads 
washed out. At Arrow Rock, 100 
miles south, several houses were 
washed away. The family of Peter 
Embery, numbering five, are missing.

James Galvin, ‘a railroad boss, was 
drowned last night. Heavy rains have 
been falling all over the Missouri Val- 
‘ley during the past twelve hours and 
show no sign of cessation. 

The Big Muddy did not register much 
rise today, but the rain continnes and 
the prospect for a further rise is good. 
The water in the streets at Armourdale 
is three feet deep and has caused much 
damage to property. The Eighty and 
Twenty-fourth street bridges are in dan- 
ger of being washed away. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Leavenworth, Kan., says that much 
damage has been done to growing crops 
by the protracted rains. The Missouri 
River has broken into Sugar Lake two 
miles north of Leavenworth and there 
is imminent danger the channel will cut 
through the bend, rendering the Rock 
Island bridge at Fort Leavenworth use- 
less and leaving the city a mile inland. 
The Union Pacific and Missouri Pacific 
are the only railroads making any pre- 
tense of running regular trains into the 
city. The roadbeds of the Rock Island, 
Chicago, Burlington’ and Quincy, and 
Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City are 
all badly damaged in the immediate 
neighborhood. The Rock Island and 
Maple Leaf has been unable to deliver 
mail tosome of the towns along the 
route for five days, The bottoms are 
covered with rushing waters and great 
damage is being done.

A Vast Mob Storms the Penitentiary, 
Takes Out a Miserable Wretch and 
Quitkly Does Him to Zz 
Death.

Room (Ark.,) May 138,—[By 
the Associated Press.] Henry James 
(colored) made an assault Wednesday 
on a five-year-old adopted daughter of 
Mr. Johnston, and then fled. Today de- 
tectives arrested the brute and placed 
him in jajL Late this afternoon a mob 
organized, but the prisoner was re- 
movedtothe penitentiary. At 9:15 a 
mob 1900 strong surrounded the jail, 
but on learning that the prisoner was 
gone, dispersed, vowing vengeance. 

Lirtie Rock, May 14.—At 11:30 a 
mob of about 1000 men, armed with 
Winchesters and revolvers, appeared 
and demanded admittance to the pen- 
.itentiary, where, it was believed, James 
had been spirited by the sheriff. The 
authorities refused to let the mob in, 
but admitted that che prisoner had been 
|taken by them for safe keeping, and 
| that they would turm him over to the 
sheriff at 8 o’clook this morning. 

The mob retused to parley, headed by 
a leader, with sledge hammers they 
broke open the greatiron gates, entered 
the penitentiary, and having secured 
the prisoner, started with him to the 

residence of Mr. Johnson, some distance 
away, where Mr. Johnson identified 
him. 

The mob grewin numbers to an im- 
mense throng, as it then marched in 
procession to Fifth and Main streets in 
the heart of the city, opposite the Ma- 
senic Temple. James was given several 
minutes to pray and confess. He at 
first denied his guilt, but finally ad. 
mitted it. 

A rope was then thrown across the 
cross arm of a large telegraph pole, and 
James was soon swinging in mid air, 
and riddled with bullets.

An Association Formed for Improving the 
Mississippi. 

(Tenu.,) May 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.} A new era in im- 
provements of the Mississippi River 
has come in the birth today of the Mis- 
sissippi River Improvement Association, 
a permanent organization composed. 
of the most prominent engineers 
and capitalists of the Mississippi 
Valley and whose object is to codperate 
with the National Mississippi River 
Construction Association and urge on 
Congress the necessity of carrying out 
promptly the recommiendations of that 
body. The intention is that the im- 
provement and perpetuation of this 
great American waterway shall be no 
longer left to the work of local agita- 
tion or the “irresponsibility of sectional 
demands.'’ The idea in substance is 
that the improvement shal) be pressed 
before Congress until it has run the 
gauntlet of scientific examination and 
aegeesel. As outlined in the proceed- 

only those appropriations 

be recommended which are designed 
“for the commonwealth in the im- 
ne of the Mississippi River and 
ts tributaries as one great majestic 
whole."’ 

The Mississippi Valley deep water 
convention met ain this morr.ug 
The Committee on lutions repo: .ed 
that it is the duty of the United States 
to provide continuous appropriations 
for the improvement of the Mississippi 
| River and its navigable tributaries, so 
as to secure the safe free navigation of 
those rivers in order to secure stable, 
reliable rates throughout the year by 
competition with trunk lines to the sea- 
board.

Great Loss of Life 
in Hungary, 


A Colliery Flooded and the Many

Twenty-two Victims in One Pit—

May 13.—[{By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| An immense waterspout 
burst today in the neighborhood of the 
coMieries situated at "Fuenfkirchen in 
the county of Baranye. A huge volume 
of water inundated the surrounding 
country and poured into the mines, 
causing terrible loss of life. The water 
poured into the mines so quickly that 
the unfortunate men received no warn- 
ing of their danger. The water rose 
rapidly, and in a short time every ave- 
nue of escape was shut off and the men 
perished miserably. 

It is known that twenty-two men are 
dead in one pit, and many others lost 
their lives at different points. The men 
who lost their lives were working inthe 
lower levels. 

Some miners escaped, and they, with 
the assistance of those who flocked to 


the mouths of the pits, went to the. 


rescue of the menin the flooded levels. 
As the news of the catastrophe spread 
immense crowds hastened to the scenes, 
and the entrance to each pit was soon 
surrounded by surging and wildly ex- 
‘cited crowds of women and children. 
The lamentations of those who had 
relatives or friends in the mines were 
heartrending, and many pitiful scenes 
were witnessed. 

Some bodies have been already re- 
covered and the workof rescue is being 
steadily carried on. Every effort to

vels is being made.

Evangelist Mill’s Powerful Sermon Last

More and Women Needed Out of 
Town to Act asa Sort of Ballast. 

There is nothing more over estimated 
than the advantages of living in a city. 
Here in America, and especially in the 
East, there isa dangerous tendency to 
congregate in cities' More men and 
women are needed inthe country, for 
ballast. They must be primarily the 
producers. That country which has no 
ood farmers, and many of them, is un- 
ortunate indeed, and may well devote 
itself to devising schemes for ridding 
its urban communities of the sur- 
perflous persons. In the beginning of 
America this was not the case. A man 
Was very proud at that time tobea 
country gentleman. Almost all of the 
men who did the most work in the 
troublous time of the formation of this 
Commonwealth had farms and lived 
upon them a part if not all of the year. 
But now there has come about a fool- 
ish dislike to such a life among men of 
ability; and among farmers there has 
come another equally foolish prejudice 
—the dislike of being looked upon asa 
gentleman. These two things operate 
together to take from farming much of 
the fascination that would otherwise 
attach toit, The countrymen. do not 


contemptible. Whatever beautifies the 
body orthe address they appear to 
think affection. All this is wrong. If 
farming life were made more agree- 
able, ambitious and fastidious young 
.men raised in the country would not 
shrink from it as they do and make for 
the cities as soon as they _are released 
from parental rule. The poetry has 
been put out of life in the country by 
somany mistaken ideas, both on the 
part of those who live inthe cities and 
those who till the fields. <A little more 
pride of condition would not be amiss 
among the men and women on the 
farms. Robert Ingersoll said some- 
thing characteristic on this subject the 
othér day. It is absolutely true, It 
has init not only the voice of the poet 
but the voice of the American. 

“It isno advantage to live ina city 
where poverty degrades and failure 
brings despair. The fields are lovelier 
than paved streets, and the great for- 
ests of oaks and elms are more poetic 
than steeples and chimneys. In the 
country is the idea of home. There you 
see the rising and setting sun; you be- 
come acquainted with the stars and 
clouds. The constellations are your 
frienns. You hear the rain on the roof 
and listen to the rhythmic sighing of the 
winds, Youare thrilled by the resur- 


dened by autumn—the grace and poetry 
of death. Every field is a picture, a 
landscape; every landscape a poem; 
every flower a tender thought, and 
every forest a fairy land. In the coun- 
try you preserve your identity—your 
personality.

WEATHER HINDCASTS. 

For the purpose of my weather fore- 
casts, I divide the United States into 
six divisions running north and south, 
and averaging about 16° in width. The 
storm waves do not move around the 
geographical, but around the magnetic 
north pole, which is near 70° N. lat. 
and 97° W. long., or northwest of 
Baffin’s Bay. The magnetic north pole 
being about 20° south of the earth’s 
geographic north pole, it willbe readily 
seen that the magnetic meridians and 


parallels are not the same asthe geo-| 


graphic, therefore when I use the word 
meridianin reference to storm waves, 
Ihave reference to the magnetic me- 
ridians, 


storm waves move: First division, 
Olympia, Wash., and Fort Assineboine, 
in British America; second division, Los 
Angeles, Cal., and Boise City, Idaho; 
third division, Santa Fé, Black Hills 
and Qu-Appelle; fourth division, Gal- 
veston, Kansas City and Winnipeg; 
fifth division, Tampa, Fia., Cincinnati 
and Manistee, Mich.; sixth division,

Hudson Bay. 

Each of these divisions represent the 
average movement eastward of the 
storm wave for one day, and the range 
of the continental storm waves lies be- 
tween 25° and’ 60° N. lat. The lati- 
and their 
running mates, the high barometers, 
are governed by the positions of the 
tropical storms and the sun, moon and 
planets. 

The storm wave, consisting of a pair 
of high and low barometers, tied to- 
gether at their tops and bottoms by an 
electric cord constituting their energy 
and motive power, is the ‘key to all 
weather changes, and it matters not 
where the storm centers cross these 
magnetic meridians, whetber at Gal- 
veston or Minneapolis, they cause the 
periodical weather changes from warm. 
to cool, and back to warm again about 
every six days, which every observant 
person must have noticed. There are 
other storm waye periods, however, 
interlocked with these -six day storm 
waves, that greatly complicate the 
weather problem. , 

The most important feature in mak- 
ing weather forecasts is to determine 
when the storm wave will cross the 
weather divisions described above, If 
we can know when the storm wave will 
reach the Olympia magnetic meridian 
on the Pacific Coast, we know that it 
will cross one of my weather divisions, 
On an average, about every day, pro- 
viding always, that it is not interfered 
with by that system of tropical storm 
waves which visit the Gulf of Mexico 
and the West Indies. ° 

These storm waves move entirely 
across the United States from west to 
east in five or six days, witha few ex- 
ceptions. 

Taking the Government daily weather 
maps as standard authority as to past 
weather events, I find that out of my 
1582 published local forecasts for 
April, 1232 were verified and 300 were 
not. 

Belowl give the number of each 
class of forecasts for April with the re-

SAN BERNARDINO. 

The second meeting of the new Board of 
Trade, the organization being not yet com- 
pleted, was held on Thursday evening, and 
the activity shown and the decided differ- 
ences of opinion*expressed shows conclu- 
sively that the meetings are not likely to 
prove uninteresting, whether they may be 
valuable or not, although there is little 
| doubt about their being made a beneficial 
factor in the prosperity of the city. After 
giving the Committee on By-laws more time 
and deciding to rent the front room, second 
floor, of the Roe building, the forestry res- 
ervation question came up. The commit- 
tee appointed to investigate and report 
upon the matter submitted two reports, 
the majority report, a very lengthy one, 
being signed by Seth Marshall and Fred T. 
Perris and the minority by Judge C. W. C. 
Rowell. The majority report favored the 
passing of a resolution by the board in- 
dorsing the proposed Government reserva- 
tion lying east of the Cajon Pass and ex- 
tending to the Mojave Desert on the north 
and east and the San Gorgonio Pass 
on the south, for the urpose of 
protecting the forests an the wa- 
ter supply. Among the reasons stated 
by the majority of the committee 
was the statement that by denuding the 
mountains of the forest trees the source of 
water supply would be greatly endangered, 
citing inetances in which the failure of the 
water supply was attributed to this cause. 

The minority report opposed the passage 
of the resolution because a large portion, 
perhaps half of the lands specified, have 
been surveyed and passed into private 
hands and the owners of this land would, 
therefore, have a monopoly of the timber 
and water of the region. The report said 
that further development of water was 


the lands designated should be set aside 
for a national park. After some lively dis- 
cussion the whole matter was carried over 
to the meeting next Thursday evening. 

After the appointment of a committee to 
fominate a secretary the board adjourned.

ANAHEIM. 

It is to be hoped that at an early day the 
loquat will take a place on the list of our 
marketable fruits. The tree is a handsome 
one, evergreen, a rapid grower,a large 
bearer and tne fruit is the earliest of the 
season, ripening in April. Last year a 
commission house in Santa Ana was buy- 
ing loquats, paying 5 cents per pound de- 
livered. A gentlemen living here informs 
your correspondent that from two loquat 
trees in ris garden he last year sold $12 
worth of fruit to the commission house. 
The trees can be planted 100 to the acre, 
and, at the above rate, would turnish $600 
worth of fruit. The trees are sure and 
heavy bearers in this county, but two 
drawbacks must first be overcome before 
they wouldobtain much favor among or- 
chardists. First, the fruit is not much 
known, very few persons knowing how to 
properly prepare it for the table or pre- 
serve it, and therefore the present demand 
is limited. Second, some effective way 
will have to be discovered to scare the 
birds away from the trees, as all kinds of 
birds feed voraciously upon the fruit and 
unless constantly driven away they will in 
a few days after the loquats begin to ripen 
ruin about half of the crop. A great many 
people here are exceedingly fond of the 
loquats, fresh, and they also make delicious 
as. thig fruit be- 
comes better known it: will probably take 
its place as one of our regular orchard
